BE IT EN.VCPEl) &,c. as follows :— 
S ection 1. There slmll lie allowed and paid out of the 
treasury ol the (,'omiiiimwealth for evcTy ten pounds weight 
of eucoons of silk, the (irocluce ol silk woriiis raised within 
tlii.s Coinmoiiwealth, tlie.suui of one dollar, uiid in the same 
proporfion for any larger cjuantity of cotmons to Ihj paid to 
the owner ol such worms, or hi.s legal representatives. 
S e c t i o n 2 . There sliall he allowed and p:ud out of the 
treasury of the Commonwealth, to every pcnsoii who shall 
reel or caused to he reeled, ami to every person who shall 
tlirow or caused to he thrown in this Commonwealth from 
cocoon.s, produced from silk worms raised in this <’om- 
monwealth,a merchantable silk, capable of being manufac- 
tured into the various silk fabi icks, or to the legal repre • 
seiiiaiives of such person, one dollar for every pound of 
silk so reeled and thrown, and fifty cents for every pound 
of silk, reeled without being thrown. 
S ection d. When satisfactory evidence by the oath of 
the party or otherwise, shall be e'xhilntod to the Selectmen 
of any town in this Commonwoalth, that any pensoii being 
an inlialutant of such tow n, is entitled to elaim the bounty 
or boiiniie.s jirovided for in the first and second sections of 
this act, they shall give a ccrtiticate thereof in w riting uii- 
d*w their hands, slating the (|uantity of cocoon.s produced, 
or of silk reeled or throw n coniforuiaiilv to the (irovision.H 
of .said stations, and that such claiiiiani is entitled to the 
bonniy or bounties therein allowed, and when such certili- 
cate shall have b-feii (ileil in the oftice of the Secretary of 
the Coimnoiuveallh, the Covernor with the advice of the 
Ctnincil is hereby authorized to draw his warrant on the 
treasurer tlierefor. 
S e c t i o n 4. If any person shall claim a bounty more 
than once for the same cocoons, or silk so reeled or thrown, 
or obtain any bounty under this act through fraud or decep­ 
tion, such |)er.son .shall forfeit to the use of the ('0111111011- 
weallh, a sum not more than one hundred dollars, in auldi- 
tion to the amount of nny hoimly he may have received, to 
be recovered by indictment in any court projier to try the 
same. 
S e c t i o n 5. This act shall take efi'ect in thirty days from 
the time of [)as.sing the same, and continue in force during 
the term of seven year.« from tlie time ofilsg'oiiig into opcr- 
ntion, and an act entitled “ An Act to encourage the ri*el-
